bold explorer and devoted missionary, who 
writes from the interior of Africa. 
The 


Cape Town paper, in introducing the letter, 
Bays: 


"Dr. Livingston, a solitary white man, 


appears to have been received with unbound- 
ded confidence and kindness by the chiefs 
and people everywhere. 
Such has gener-' 


ally been the first stage of intercourse be- 
tween the savage and the civilized." 


In his letters Dr. L. gives some account 


of his travels and troubles. 
At one time, 


in lat. 19° 1C' S., all his attendants were 
down -with, the fever. 
They were then pas- 


sing through a densely wooded country, in 
•which the axe was in constant operation, 
and Dr. L. for a part of the way had to 
drive and cut a path ton. In some places the 
country w:is flooded for fifteen miles, and 
valleys appeared like large rivers, with hip- 
popotami in them. For three days they 
•waded through reeds and hich grass to obtain 
a passage into Ihe river Chobe, which they 
reached on the fourth day, embarked on a 
pontoon, and after proceeding about twenty 
miles, reached a Jlakololo village, which 
Dr. Livingston entered, ridinij on thc l-acl:
